Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election without traverse of Invention II in Paper No. 5 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 43-48 are objected to because of the following informalities: In claim 43, 
lines 3, "radiopaque portions" should be "radiopaque regions". Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 43 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Candelaria 
et al. (6,497,646). Candelaria et al. disclose an intravascular device including first 
radiopaque region being different than a second radiopaque region (col. 5, lines 54 to 
col. 6, line 15). 
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CI im Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 44-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Candelaria et al. '646 in view of Mawad (5,498,227). Candelaria et al. disclose a 
radiotherapy implant comprising all the limitations as claimed except that the 
radiotherapy implant is not in form of a stent. Mawad disclose a radiotherapy implant 
may be made in form of an expandable stent to deliver the intended radiation as well as 
to maintain the patency of, for example, a partially occluded, stenotic or strictured duct, 
vessel, or graining system of a patient's body (col. 4, lines 27-61 ). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to modify Candelaria et al.'s radiotherapy implant by forming the implant in form 
of a stent in order to deliver the intended radiation as well as to maintain the patency of, 
for example, a partially occluded, stenotic or strictured duct, vessel, or graining system 
of a patient's body. 



Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 6,428,462 Mawad disclose a radiotherapy implant; Goicoechea 
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Art Unit: 3731 

et al. (5,916,263) disclose a stent having radiographic indicia having different 
radiopacity from the stent body.
